Sow 
for main crops le, brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
carrots, onions, lettuce, and turnips. Let the various 
seed-beds be well pulverised, partiuclarly those for 


carrots, onions, and parsnips.

A SAD BOATING ACCIDENT

AN EASTERN ROMANCE. 

Tue Levant Herald yelates the following story which, 
it states, has led to diplomatic interference, and has

Some thirteen years ago a Greek in Constantinople 
saw reasons for becoming a Mussulman, and took the 
name of Mehemet., Shortly afterwards he brought 
to his father’s house

received from a Turkish lady in satisfac- 
tion of a debt due to him. The renegade's sister, a 
Christian of the Greek rite, grew to love the child, 
and brought her up in the precepts of the Christian 
religion. So matters went on quietly in this humble 
household until about two years ago, when Mehemet, 
who had married a Turkish woman, and taken to the 
trade of a dealer in fomale slaves— which he still car- 
ries on, and, thanks to his wife's connections with 
the harems of Stamboul, finds profitable— presented 
himself at his father's place and claimed the young 
Circassian girl Asli-Melek. His sister Roxandra 
refused to give up the child, but, yielding at Jength 
to Mehemet's persistent demands and menaces, the 
Roxandra, 
however, apprehensive of the results, kept watch 
over her brother's movements and those of the child. 
She at last succeeded in getting

with her, and, learning that she was suffering and 
unhappy, contrived to get her out of Mehemet's 
house and to take her to Syra. There Asli-Melek 
formally embraced Christianity, and was baptised in 
the Greek Church, under the name of Angelica. 
Eight months afterwards Roxandra returned with 
her ado charge to Constantinople, whero they 
remained unmolested for about а year. Іп the mean 
time Mehemet determined not to be foiled, and beset 
the Turkish authorities with importunities and false 
representations. Не declared that his brother, 
Miltiades, having fallen in love with Angelica, and 
desiring to marry her, had coerced her, against her 
will, in concert with the rest of his family, to abandon 
the Mussulman faith, in which as a Circassian she 
was born, and profess the Christian religion. The 
Mussulman authorities at length gave ear to these 
statements, and determined to take proceedings 


| Mehemet's old father, aged seventy years, 


against tho Christian members of Mehemet's family 
for the purpose of transferring the girl to the charge 
of Mehemet himself. Accordingly, on Jan, 21 last, 
the younger brother, Miltiades, was Р

Angelica, warned in time, sought and found refuge 
іп the Russian Embassy. Тһе police hunted in vain 
for her; but, in addition to Miltiades, arrested 
xandra, 
&nd her younger sister, Ariste, who were all incar- 
cerated in the Zaptieh. The houses of all relatives 
and friends of this quiet Greek family were searched, 
and in some instances, it is stated, іп a very brutal 
manner. The houses of other table people 
were also entered, and in one of them & young lady, 
who was seriously ill, was so alarmed by the threats 
of the police that she died іп а few days after their 
visit. At this stage of the proceedings General 


Ignatieff, 
THE RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR, 


took up the matter with his usual energy. On his 
representation, all the persons so unceremoniously 
arrested by the Turkish police were set free and 
restored to their homes. His Excellency, moreover, 
insisted upon a definite and legal solution being 

iven to the religious status of the young Circassian. 
The result has been that, in conformity with the 
procedure established by law and confirmed by cus- 
tom, Angelica appeared twice before the proper 
Ottoman authorities, and declared each time her firm 
resolution to remain in the Christian faith which she 
had formally embraced. A few days later Angelica, 
accompanied by her faithful friend Roxandra, left 
Constantinople for Greece, where it is to be hoped 
she will not fall into the hands of the brigands; or 
that, if she does, General Ignatieff, who seems in- 
clined to stand no nonsense, will again interfere for 
her protection, «
